Black Administrators 
Attempt To Avert 


inequities 


Black administrators in 
the Columbus school 
system, concerned that im- 
pending cuts in the ad- 
ministrative staff will im- 
pact most heavily upon 
blacks, have received no 
assurances that this will 
not be the case. 


In a recent proposal sub-~ 


mitted to Supt. John Ellis, 
the Columbus Black Ad- 
ministrators Association 
pointed out that cutbacks 
based upon seniority alone 
will produce inequities “for 
those of us that are black.” 

“This result,” the group 
noted, “will stem from the 
fact that we have been the 
‘last hired’.” . 

The group suggested 
that cuts be made to main- 
tain the same proportion of 
black administrators that 
existed on Oct. 1 during 
the year prior to the cuts. 

There has, to date, been 
no reply from Ellis, accor- 
ding to CBAA--proc*+or*-, 
Amos White. 

Blacks presently com- 
prise 18 percent of the ad- 
ministrative staff. If reduc- 
tions were made strictly by 
seniority for the past three 
years, black administrators 
would be reduced by 20 
percent (12 ad- 
ministrators), while white 
administrators would be 
reduced by six percent (18 
administrators), the group 
stated - 


“It is ironic,” the CBAA 
proposal concluded, “that 
while the black community 
typically passed both 
levies, we may have been 
the target of majority 
negative votes, and our 
plight may be further com- 
pounded with continuing 
segregated schools, 
reduced services and 
jobs.” 

It was also recommen- 
ded by the Columbus Ad- 
ministrators Association 
that the systemwide per- 
centage of racial minority 
administrators be main- 
tained where it stood the 
previous school year.

Action and equal opportunity. In a 
larger sense, Dr. Martin Luther King 
articulated _a new definition of great- 
ness for America which is a challenge 
to us all. 

in his memorable Drum-Major 
speech he exhorted: “If we want to be 

~great we must serve.” Unlike many of 
ur so-called leaders of erdays 
and today, King did not ine-great- 
ness in terms of a promotion, or an 
award or where we live. He drew no 
distinction between the high and the 
low, the rich and the poor nor the in- 
ner city andthe outer suburbs. 
Perhaps historians will record as one 
of his salient attributes the “cham- 
pion” of the men and woman in the 
Ngliey. 

As the prophet*of the twentieth cen- 
tury, he stood before the august 
audience of dignitaries in Oslo, Nor- 
way in 1964 to receive the Nobel 
Peace Prize. He said he did not con- 
sider the prize a personal honor but a 
tribute to those who sought to 
establish a reign of justice. To prove 
it, he donated the $54,000 award to 


the cause. 

A ‘modern philosopher once said: 
“Truth to Plato was wisdom, Truth to 
Jesus was Love, but Truth to Dr. Mar- 
tin Luther King was Justice.” 

Although the great leader for social 
justice is gérierally Known ‘for his 
program of direct action and civil 
disobedience;-he did not start a 
revolution in America, but a 
movement to finish it. A better word 
would have been a Renaissance not 
to weaken America but to strengthen 
it; not to divide America but to unify it; 
not to corrupt America but to purify it. 
His was a protest not to separate 
pow i but to become a meaningful 

of it. 

In the tradition of prob, Unooms 

addeue Stevens and Charles - 
Thade® believed deeply in a United 
America. He clearly saw the wails of 
separation brought on by past slavery 
and present segregation and 
discrimination based on race and 
color_as the arch enemies inhibiting 
this Unity. 


America will’ never be the same 
because Martin Luther King came by 
here and the peopte; the Nation and 
the world will be indebted to him. 
Many stréets have been named in his 
honor; four places in Cleveland alone 
have been erected in his honor; but as 
we commemorate this 48th birthday of 
Dr. King, we must be ever mindful he 
was not interested in brick and mor- 
tar, but rather _in_removing-the poor 
from the relief roles to the payrolls, of 
providing quality education for our 


_ young, and justice for those in prison 


- both physically and psychologically. 
Although he himself lived a tortur- 
ed 29 : 
castigated, misunderstood, despi 
and rejected. by many of his own. 

in 13 years he was jailed at le 
19 times; stabbed by his own; 
received an average of 40 threatening 
calls from racial bigots, and was 
finally cut down in his thirties. 

Not unlike Jesus who was killed at 
33, Joan of Arc at +19, and Paul 
Lawrence Dunbar before he was 35, 
the greatest tribute is that we prove 
the Moses of our day did not die in 
vain. Just as we have developed the 
formula for melting iron we must find 
the formula for melting racial hate and 
socio-economic hostilities. 

We need to utilize this occasion to 
review and reflect upon his great 
speeches and classic quotes such as 
the one in his J Have A Dream 
speech. ‘No, no we are not satistied, 
and we will not be satisfied until 
justice rolls down like waters and 
righteousness like a mighty stream.” 

As Sidney Poitier said in his tribute 
some 10 years ago all of us have lear- 
ned to ‘talk the talk’ but the real

showed a police officer 
needs at least a 12th grade 
reading — comprehension 
level.

The murder trial and 
ongoing anxjety for a 28 
year cid defendant ended 
last Monday when Franklin 
County Common Pleas 
Judge Fred J. Shoemaker 
passed down a not guilty 
verdict in the fatal 
shooting death of “her 
divorced husband last 
April 4. 

Shoemaker ruled Lula 
Yvonne Burroughs, 2327 
Delavan Dr., acted in self 
defense in thé shooting of 
Leon Burroughs, 28, who 
resided on and off at Mrs. 
Burrough's Northside 
home. : ce 

A hung jury decreed a 
10-2 verdict in favor of her 
conviction last Sept. 17. 
Defense Attorney Paul 
Cassidy waived another 
jury trial Jan. 3, thus 
allowing Judge Shoemaker 
to submit a ruling from 
the record of the Sep- 
tember trial. 

Testimony initially in- 
troduced in that hearing 
disclosed that Burroughs 
was intoxicated when shot 
and had beaten the defen- 
dant on several previous 
occasions during heated 
domestic squabbles. It was 
also revealed that 
Burroughs was. staying 
with his ex-wife at the time 
of the incident.

Today, as we struggle with the problem 
of school desegregation, we should 
realize that in the King era, as factions 
grew in power and ghettoes exploded 
with gunfire and looting, Dr. King 
became the strongest voice and symbol 
for real integration: “A doctrine of black 
supremacy is as evil as a doctrine of 
whitesupremacyt'’-he-—shouted—in 
anguish, realizing that black power 
movements threatened to split the Negro 
and civil rights movement and 
antagonize the white liberals who were 
marching with them. 

In 1964, when it was announced that 
Dr. King had been awarded the Nobel 
Peace Prize, he became the most famous 
international spokesman for Negro rights 
since Booker T. Washington. .What 
started out in a Montgomery, Alabama 
bus boycott - the incident that turned Dr. 
King into a major spokesman for civil 
rights--seemed indestructible, and it 
should be. His death was a tragedy, but 
should Black Americans allow his dream 
to be destroyed, then our lives will be a 
tragedy too.

large businesses have not paid for any of 
these increased costs, The smaller 
customers of.

Carter’s Team 


In general, the response to Jimmy Carter's Cabinet 
appointments has been favorable, with some grum- 
blings about some of the designees and considerably 
more than that about one of them. 

That's about par for the course; it’s impossible for 
any President to satisfy everyone in naming a 
Cabinet. The group assembled by President-elect 
Carter is at least as good as previous Cabinets and a 
lot better than some of them. 

The black presence in Cabinet-level posts was 
limited to two — a bit less than what many blacks 
thought would happen. But if the quantity is less than 
expected, the quality is very high indeed. 

Some people have attacked the appointment of 
Patricia Harris as Secretary of Housing and Urban 
Development on the flimsy grounds that she’s not a 
housing specialist. But few of her predecessors have 
been, and few can match her competence. She can be 
counted on to provide leadership in the fight to 
revitalize the cities. 

The appointment of Congressman Andrew Young 
to the visible and critical UN post has been rightly 
well received as evidence both of the Carter Ad- 
ministration’s determination to conduct foreign policy 
on a more moral basis and to reach out to the Third 
World. But few have commented on the unique sym- 
bolism of this outstanding appointment; twenty yours 
ago there were few places in the South where blacks 
could vote and now a biack southerner is America's 
spokesman to the world! 

The most controversial appointee is Griffin Belt, 
] ney General. The attacks 
on Bell center on his personal friendship with Carter, 
(many believe the Attorney General should be totally 
independent of ties with his chief) his appeals court 
decisions, his endorsement of Harrold Carswell for 
the Supreme Court, and’ his memberships in private 
clubs that exclude blacks and Jews from membership. 

Some of these criticisms are valid. The onus is on 
Judge Bell to prove their implications wrong through 
forceful action on enforcing civil rights laws,

Martin Luther King Jr. was born on January 15, 1929 in 
Atlanta, Georgia. The son of a Baptist minister, he grew up 
; in @ home filled with love. Early in life he learned the 
r meaning of dignity and self-respect, as well as respect for 
the rights of others. 

He attended Atlanta public schools and later studied at 
Morehouse College and Crozer Theological Seminary. He 
received his PHD with honors from Boston U. in 1955, and 
returned south to accept the pastorate of Dexter Ave. Bap- 
tist Church, in Montgomery, Alabama. 

Soon after beginning his ministry, Dr. King was thrust 
into the forefront of the civil rights movement. When Mrs. 
Rosa Parks was arrested for refusing to give up her seat 
on a bus to a white man, Dr: King accepted the respon- 
sibility of mobilizing the black community for a 381-day 
bus boycott. From then on he championed the black 
man’s struggle for justice and equality in Birmingham, 
Seima, Albany and other-cities throughout the south, as 
well as in the north. 

An. apostie of non-violence, he sought to bring about 
change—by appealing to the conscience of America. 
During the 1963 march on Washington, he made his 
famous “I Have a Dream” Speech. He gained international 
fame for his courageous moral and spiritual leadership. 
For his efforts’on behalf of mankind, he was awarded the 
Nobel Peace Prize in December 1964. He was ass- 
assinated on April 4, 1968.
